However, applicants 
must have a master’s degree from a recog- 
nized university, high academic achieve- 
ment, excellent oral and written communi- 
cation skills, strong analytical and interper- 
sonal skills, and, of course, a firm commit- 
ment to a professional management career 
in the federal public service. 

Participants are offered progressive 
work assignments, both at headquarters 
and in the regions, where they gain practi- 
cal experience in administration, finance, 
and policy and program development. 
Such assignments may span a period of up 
to five years. 

Participants will receive orientation 
on the structure of government: Parlia- 
ment, the Cabinet system, the central 
agencies, the expenditure process, and 
current management issues. As well, man- 
agement seminars and additional courses 
in communications, electronic information 
systems, conflict resolution and nego- 
tiating are offered. Throughout the dura- 
tion of the program, participants will be 
able to rely on the support of experienced 
senior managers who will provide them 
with counselling and assist in developing 
an appropriate career plan. 

Participants are hired as full-time 
employees within a special developmental 
group and earn competitive salaries. On 
completion of the program, they will be 
ready to assume middle-management 
positions.

Aging and lifelong 
learning 


Rising numbers of senior citizens and 
ever-increasing life expectancy are two 
realities of our society that led to the cre- 
ation of the National Advisory Council on 
Aging (NACA) in 1980. Since that time, 
NACA has provided assistance and advice 
to the Minister of National Health and 
Welfare on issues regarding the aging of 
the Canadian population and the quality of 
life of senior citizens. 
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Last fall, NACA published its 10th 
position paper, entitled “The NACA 
Position on Lifelong Learning”. In this doc- 
ument, NACA sets out its position, based 
on the principle that continuing education 
is important, not only for the well-being 
and intellectual and cultural development 
of individuals, but also in order to maintain 
the range and level of skills within our 
rapidly changing society. Topics 
addressed by NACA include: the reasons 
why seniors want to learn, their needs and 
what educational tools are required to 
meet them, barriers to seniors’ participa- 
tion, and ways of eliminating those 
barriers. 

This position paper will be followed 
by a second part, dealing with professional 
training in gerontology, to be distributed 
next fall. 


NACA also produces other pub- 
lications, including Expression, a quarterly 
newsletter on the life of aging Canadians, 
Info-Age, a statistical bulletin of facts on 
aging.

Focus on the 
Canadian forest 


Canada is a forest nation, with approxim- 
ately one quarter of its land mass occupied 
by productive forest, roughly 244 million 
hectares (Selected Forestry Statistics for 
Canada, 1990). 

Because of this vast expanse of forest- 
ed land, forest products have become the 
linchpin of the Canadian economy. Their 
contribution to our balance of trade 
exceeds that of minerals, agriculture, ener- 
gy, and fisheries combined. The explosion 
of new knowledge and technology in the 
last few decades combined with growing 
market possibilities for forest products 
have recently made comprehensive and 
sound forest management programs feasi- 
ble in Canada. 

Since 90 per cent of Canada’s forest 
resources are publicly owned, public 
understanding of and support for good 
forestry is an element vital to success. In 


order to develop such support, all levels of 
government, public organizations and the 
forest industry have embarked on an array 
of programs aimed at elementary and 
secondary schools. Canadian educators 
are now producing excellent materials to 
enrich the educational experiences of their 
pupils and to help them understand their 
responsibility for Canada’s forest 
resources. 


An example is Focus on Forests, a joint 
project of Forestry Canada and the Ontario 
Ministry of Natural Resources. This com- 
prehensive two-volume package is 
designed to assist teachers of elementary 
and secondary students with activities or 
lessons on a variety of facets of the forest 
ecosystem. Focus on Forests is directly 
linked to the curriculum guidelines of the 
provincial education department and 
places much emphasis on developing 
problem-solving skills, investigative learn- 
ing skills and integrated learning. Current- 
ly, there are 500 workshop leaders and 
3,000 teachers using this material after its 
first year of implementation. 

Focus on Forests is currently being 
adapted for use in several Canadian 
provinces, with other adaptations expected 
in the future. The province of Québec has 
extensively rewritten Project Learning 
Tree, a similar package developed in the 
United States in the 1970’s without specific 
curriculum links, into French and has 
given it a Québec context. The French 
version is entitled L’arbre en téte. 


Other examples of comprehensive 
materials include two projects developed 
by the Canadian Pulp and Paper 
Association. People of the Forest is a three- 
volume package of imaginative ideas that 
bring together the creativity of teachers in 
forest industry towns across Canada. 
Discovering the Treasure — Our Forests of 
Today and Tomorrow comprises a series of 
short activities designed to help students 
of elementary schools develop a sense of 
responsibility for forest resources by 
learning more about them.

Partnership with 
Canadian 
universities 


Many Canadian universities have the 
necessary expertise for work in the field 
of international development, but not the 
financial means to work in developing 
countries. 

In setting up its Centres of Excellence 
Program in 1988, the Canadian Inter- 
national Development Agency (CIDA) 
wished to strengthen the capacity of 
Canadian universities to make outstanding 
contributions in international develop- 
ment. The program supports universities 
wishing to create centres of excellence in 
their fields of specialization, individually or 
in consortium with the private sector and 
non-governmental organizations. 

All fields of specialization related to 
development are considered under the 
program, but priority has been given to 
sectors such as health, education, agricul- 
ture, the environment, management, and 
development studies, in which Canada 
already has significant expertise. 

A range of activities, including re- 
search, identification of resources and 
documentation, university exchanges, 
lectures, publications, study, and training, 
has been considered. Here are two 
examples. 

The University of Calgary will receive 
$5 million over a five-year period in order 
to set up the Canada Asia Partnership 
(CAP) for Education and Research in 
Rural Community-Based Development. 
The other participating institutions are 
Athabasca University, the University of 
Lethbridge, Medicine Hat Community 
College, Mount Royal Community 
College, Red Deer Community College, 
and the University of Regina. These insti- 
tutions will be linked with the Association 


of Southeast Asian Nations (ASEAN) 
Institute for Health Development at 
Mahidol University in Thailand, the Asian 
Institute of Technology, the Institute for 
Primary Health Care at Ateneo de Davao 
University in the Philippines, and the 
Faculty of Environment Science at 
Jawaharlal Nehru University in India. 

The Institut national de la recherche 
scientifique (INRS) — Urbanisation, in 
Montréal, has received a grant of $5 
million to promote research in urban stud- 
ies and provide training to students from 
developing countries wishing to specialize 
in this area. The other institutions associ- 
ated with this centre are the Institut d’ur- 
banisme of the Université de Montréal, 
the Department of Urban and Tourism 
Studies of the Université du Québec a 
Montréal, and the School of Urban 
Planning at McGill University. The City of 
Montréal also participates in the centre’s 
activities by providing opportunities for 
practical work periods and the services of 
specialists for the purpose of training. 

In the fall of 1990, the Minister for 
External Relations and International 
Development announced the selection of 
four new centres of excellence, to be set 
up gradually over the following few 
months. These centres are to be located at 
the following universities: Queen’s 
University in Kingston (rehabilitation of 
persons with disabilities), York University 
in Toronto (refugees), the University of 
British Columbia in Vancouver (urban 
habitat), and the Université de Montréal 
(structural adjustments). 

This program to encourage the 
creation of Canadian centres of excellence 
in international development will now be 
put on hold for one or two years, in order 
to allow the centres already selected to 
make their mark while CIDA learns from 
the experience.

New focus for 
research: 
Native studies 


Now more than ever, the importance of 
Native studies is being strongly felt: 
Native people themselves feel the need to 
emphasize their role in today’s society. 

In order to enhance support for this 
new focus, the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council of Canada 
(SSHRC) and the Department of Indian 
and Northern Affairs have developed a 
joint research program that commits 
$600,000 over the first two years of opera- 
tion to research on Native governance and 
economic development. Additional 
funding will be granted to the program if 
financial resources permit. After five years, 
funding may be renewed if the evaluation 
of the program is positive and if the 
Council and the Department are able to 
continue their participation. 

The first area of research will address 
the organization, funding, responsibilities 
and relationships to the federal, provincial 
and territorial governments of Indian 
governments in Canada. The second area 
will deal with economic development 
strategies, an examination of entrepre- 
neurship, training, external economic rela- 
tions, traditional economies and resource 
bases, and the contribution of women and 
young people to society. 


All Canadian citizens and permanent 
residents, particularly faculty members of 
post-secondary institutions and private 
scholars, are eligible to apply. The crea- 
tion of research teams including Native 
researchers, university researchers and 
policy-makers is encouraged. They are 
expected to produce research results that 
will be of use to federal and provincial 
decision-makers. 

Support provided by the SSHRC will 
take the form of grants for research, 
research networks, workshops and 
partnership development. Grants for 
research and for research networks will 
cover a three-year period; those for work- 
shops and partnership development will be 
awarded for one year. 

A multidisciplinary selection commit- 
tee of experts in the field of Native studies 
will evaluate applications. The Committee 
assesses the merits of the proposals, their 
relevance to the program objectives, and 
the competence of the applicants. 

The closing date for the first competi- 
tion was January 1991. The SSHRC 
received 50 applications, of which 43 were 
declared eligible. The selection committee 
recommended 17 grants but the program’s 
budget limitations made it possible to 
award only 10 of them. Applications for the 
second competition must reach the 
SSHRC, or be postmarked, no later than 
October 15, 1991.

Community action 
program against AIDS 


The human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) 
and AIDS (acquired immunodeficiency 
syndrome), the illness it causes, constitute 
one of the most serious threats to the 
health of Canadians. A means of destroy- 
ing HIV has not yet been discovered. 

The first case of AIDS in Canada was 
confirmed in 1982; the National AIDS 
Case Surveillance Program was set up 
that same year. In 1986, the National 
AIDS Program was announced and a 
budget of $39 million allocated to it. In 
1988, this budget was increased to nearly 
$170 million. In June 1990, under the 
National AIDS Strategy, a plan was pro- 
posed to combat AIDS during the 1990’s. 
The elements of the plan are: education 
and prevention, research, care, treatment, 
and support. 

The program’s community action 
dimension is addressed by way of the 
AIDS Community Action Program 
(ACAP). The program, which has a health 
promotion perspective, emphasizes aware- 
ness and education as a means of influenc- 
ing the behaviour of individuals and 
groups in order to reduce the spread of 
HIV. It promotes a supportive environ- 
ment for persons directly affected by HIV 
and AIDS. 

ACAP provides funding to voluntary, 
non-profit, non-governmental organiza- 
tions for projects whose purposes are to 
increase public knowledge and involve- 
ment in fighting and preventing AIDS, to 
promote coordination and cooperation 
among concerned organizations, or to 
improve evaluation of current and future 
initiatives. 

Funding may be granted to cover the 
following costs: 


e salaries and benefits of project staff; 


e supplies and travel essential to the 
project; 

e rent, telephone and other utilities and 
equipment rental when these services 
are not provided by the sponsoring 
organization; 

e contract fees for the services of 
resource persons; 

e¢ other costs, which must be identified. 


This program does not provide finan- 
cial assistance for direct medical or social 
services or for research work.

Cultural diversity in 
Canada 


A number of universities have taken a 
refreshing approach to expanding people’s 
horizons through exposure to various cul- 
tures. They have decided to set up one or 
more chairs of ethnic studies. The first of 
these chairs was established in 1978 at the 
University of Toronto for Hungarian 
language, literature and culture. Since 
then, 21 such chairs have been created 
across the country with the financial sup- 
port of the Canadian Ethnic Studies 
Program administered by Multiculturalism 
and Citizenship Canada. 


When introduced in 1973, the 
Program consisted of three components: 


Research Grants, Visiting Professorships 
and Visiting Lectureships. In 1977, a 
fourth component was added, namely 
assistance for endowment to create chairs 
devoted to the study of individual ethnic 
communities. 

Over the years, it became clear that 
the areas of concern had evolved consider- 
ably. Rather than focusing exclusively on a 
particular ethnocultural community, 
researchers had shifted their interest to 
general issues of ethnicity, immigration 
and pluralism, or cultural identity and 
immigration history. 

The revised Program now allows for 
the creation of endowments to establish 
multi-ethnic, multidisciplinary chairs of 
study in addition to unicultural ones. 
These chairs should normally be situated 
in a graduate faculty, and draw on the 
existing faculty expertise in different disci- 
plines as well as on the research facilities 
and other resources of the university. 

Applications can be made by a univer- 
sity or a community association working in 
cooperation with a university to establish 
an endowment, either for the study of one 
particular ethnocultural community in 
Canada or for an advanced program of 
study devoted to important aspects of eth- 
nicity and pluralism in Canada. 

The other components of the 
Canadian Ethnic Studies Program have 


also changed over the years. Currently, 
the other elements of the Program are: 

Research Grants, Visiting Lectureships, 
Conferences and Fellowships.

Development of 
Official language 
communities 


The official language communities across 
the country take their development very 
seriously. Such work requires a great deal 
of cooperation between individuals and the 
various institutions existing within the 
community. 

To help them, the Department of the 
Secretary of State offers a program to sup- 
port official language community organiza- 
tions and institutions. Assistance takes 
many forms: representation (steps to be 
taken at the legislative, political and 
administrative levels to obtain various 
types of recognition); maintenance and 
creation of community institutions essen- 
tial to the well-being of the communities; 
provision of services by these institutions; 
community participation; and training of 
individuals active in the community 
networks. 


Training may involve a wide range of 
activities providing individuals with new 
skills which can help them make a more 
effective contribution to the linguistic, eco- 
nomic or cultural enrichment of their com- 
munity. 


OPEIGIAL 
LANGUAGES 


A number of initiatives are being car- 
ried out across the country. Examples are: 

Newfoundland: The Franco-jeunes 
group is organizing a series of activities to 
develop leadership skills and increase 
community participation. 

Nova Scotia: The Commission de 
développement de Chéticamp is publish- 
ing a quarterly newsletter and organizing 
information sessions for volunteers in 
media relations. Other topics are finance, 
public speaking, chairing of meetings, 
problem solving, and service to the public. 

Québec: The English-Speaking 
Townshippers Association is developing a 
kit centred on community action as well as 
leadership and involvement, and is 
organizing workshops on these topics. 

Ontario: The Association canadienne- 
francaise de l'Ontario is offering an organi- 
zational development and training service 
for its 40 member groups. The content of 
this program was developed in coopera- 
tion with colleges and universities. Some 
30 sessions are offered, covering opera- 
tional planning, effective intervention at 
the regional group level, understanding of 
organizational content, and ongoing com- 
munity work. Credit toward a diploma may 
be given for some of the sessions. 


Saskatchewan: The Service 
fransaskois d’éducation des adultes is 
introducing a training program focusing 
on community, organizational and person- 
al development for volunteers and staff 
working within francophone organizations 
in the province, (e.g., sessions on the 
recruitment of volunteers and administra- 
tion of a community centre). 

Alberta: The Société éducative du 
projet conjoint, in cooperation with the 
Service de |’éducation permanente of the 
Faculté Saint-Jean, is setting up a commu- 
nity development program, which includes 
practicums in 30 Franco-Albertan organi- 
zations and a series of three theoretical 
courses offered by the Faculté. 

British Columbia: The Fédération des 
Franco-Colombiens will hold a session on 
management of voluntary organizations 
for the permanent staff of official language 
associations.

Linguistic duality: 
from ideal to reality 


In 1963, the Government of Canada 
decided to identify the means by which to 
meet the challenge of our country’s 
linguistic duality and set up the Royal 
Commission on Bilingualism and 
Biculturalism. In 1969, Parliament passed 
the Official Languages Act and, for the first 
time, the equal status of English and 
French was recognized in law. 

The Canadian Government promotes 
and supports the provinces’ and territories 
initiatives in the area of official languages 
through the Official Languages in 
Education Program. 


Over $250 million is spent annually 
for this purpose in five areas of activity: 
education in French for French-speaking 
people outside Québec and in English for 
English-speaking people in Québec; edu- 
cation in French at the post-secondary 
level outside Québec; teacher training; 
regular second-language courses; immer- 
sion classes. 

The Government of Canada pays par- 
ticular attention to future generations in its 
various official language education 
programs. It recognizes how important it 
is for young people to receive an education 
in their own official language and to have 
the opportunity to learn the other official 
language. 

The interest of federal, provincial and 
territorial governments in this area has 
been demonstrated through many 
initiatives. These achievements are report- 
ed in a recent publication from the Official 
Languages in Education Program (OLEP), 
entitled Two Languages, One Ideal. This

The Young Canadian Researchers 
Award Program of the International 
Development Research Centre (IDRC) 
was set up with this goal in mind. It is 
designed to focus Canadian research more 
on Third World priorities by supporting 
Canadian students who wish to undertake 
research in Latin America, Africa or Asia. 


Canadian graduate students regis- 
tered at Canadian universities are eligible. 
Doctoral studies must be in one of the fol- 
lowing disciplines: Agriculture; Food and 
Nutrition Sciences; Communications and 
the Media; Health Sciences; Information 
Sciences; Social Sciences; Earth Sciences; 
and Engineering. Eligible fields of study at 
the master’s level are Health Sciences; 
Information Sciences; Communications or 
the Media; and Environmental Policy. 

The award covers field research 
expenses in the developing country to a 
maximum of $20,000 per year. The tenure 
of the award corresponds to the period of 
field research and may be from three to 
12 months. Doctoral students whose field 
research requires more than 12 months 
may be considered for a longer period of 
tenure, to a maximum period of 24 months 
and a maximum award of $40,000. 

In 1990/91, for example, an award- 
holder from the Université de Montréal 
undertook research on the evolution of 
the household structures and socio-demo- 
graphic strategies of displaced persons 
and refugees in Chad. A second example 
is a research project conducted by a grad- 
uate student from the University of 
Toronto dealing with the effects of air 
pollution from Caracas and other urban 
centres on the forests in two of 
Venezuela’s national parks.

A space view of Earth 


How can we better observe and under- 
stand phenomena such as desertification, 
deforestation, melting of the snow cover, 
and pollution? We can by using data from 
the Global Change Encyclopedia, to be 
published in 1992 during the International 
Space Year. 

This project is sponsored by the 
Canadian Space Agency and carried out by 
the Canada Centre for Remote Sensing, 
which is part of Energy, Mines and 
Resources Canada. The aims of the project 
are to demonstrate the enormous useful- 
ness of data obtained by satellite in moni- 
toring Earth’s global environment, and 
to highlight major changes occurring in 
several regions of the planet. 

A team of researchers from the 
Centre is currently assembling data in 
collaboration with several space agencies 
around the world regrouped in the Space 
Agency Forum for International Space 
Year (SAFISY). These data include 
images, maps illustrating shorelines, soils, 
vegetation and climate, photographs ex- 
plaining flora, fauna and local landscapes, 
socio-economic statistics by country, and 
accompanying texts. 


Once assembled, these data will be 
structured using an appropriate software 
package and made available in easily 
accessible computerized form: on CD- 
ROM compact disk or on ten diskettes. 
With their own hardware, users will be 
able to visualize and utilize the data in the 
Encyclopedia. It is planned to distribute 
the Encyclopedia first in English and 
French and possibly to produce it later in 
several other languages. 

The project’s main target client 
groups are students and teachers from the 
secondary level up to university, young 
scientists and anybody seriously inter- 
ested in the ecology of the planet. 

The data will prove useful in many 
ways. For example, teachers of environ- 
mental studies may develop exercises on 
the boreal forest for their students, or indi- 
viduals may consult the data on current 
issues such as atmospheric pollution, the 


depletion of the ozone layer or soil erosion.

The Canadian Museum of Nature 
aims to further such an understanding by 
allowing Canadians, wherever they are 
across the country, to discover the many 
facets of natural science. 

One of the services offered by the 
Museum is to answer questions from 
teachers, students and the general public 
all across Canada. The Museum’s 
Resource Centre handles many phone 


calls and written requests daily, making 


use of a large number of documents per- 
taining to natural history. 

One example is the Neotoma series, 
which includes 31 titles, each devoted to a 
particular subject. Number 1, for instance, 
deals with amphibians and reptiles, while 
number 12 describes the process of polli- 
nation, and number 22 the different eras in 
the evolution of the Earth. It should be 
mentioned that only three titles are given 
out per request. 

Another publication, appearing three 
times a year, is a newsletter called Biome. 
It describes the Museum’s current activi- 
ties, as well as research on specialized 
subjects such as the history of the Arctic 
bison or on more general subjects such as 
the origin of flowers. It also provides a list- 
ing of Neotoma issues and of other free 
publications available. Persons wishing to 
subscribe to Biome need only put their 
names on the distribution list to receive 
issues in either English or French.

Transport Canada 
A seafaring career 


The Great Lakes and the Atlantic, Pacific 
and Arctic Oceans have in common that 
they are all part of Canada’s coastline, the 
world’s longest. Clearly, then, ensuring 
the safety and efficiency of shipping in 
Canadian waters is an important 
responsibility. 


The Canadian Coast Guard College, 
run by Transport Canada, offers men and 
women a marine career. The marine offi- 
cer training program covers a four-year 
period. It includes compulsory courses in 
first language, second language, math- 
ematics, physics, computer usage, marine 
emergency duties, sociology of leadership, 
and maritime history. Additional courses 
for navigation officer cadets include 
seamanship, industrial safety and ship 
management, and chartwork and pilotage, 
while students aiming for careers as 
marine engineering officers take courses 
such as applied mechanics, electrotechnol- 
ogy and naval architecture. 

After completing the four years of 
study at the college, graduating officers 
are assigned to the 80 vessels that make 
up the impressive fleet of the Canadian 
Coast Guard, where they must serve on 
board for a minimum of four years. As 
they rise in rank and assume greater res- 
ponsibilities, they are assigned to different 
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types of ships, where they broaden their 
experience, perfect their skills in naviga- 
tion or marine engineering and continue 
to develop their leadership and manage- 
ment ability. 

Applicants to the program must be 
Canadian citizens or have landed 
immigrant status. They must also have 
completed university preparatory courses 
in mathematics, physics, French, English, 
and chemistry, and be graduates of Grade 
12 with six academic credits (Ontario), 
CEGEP 1 (Québec) or Grade 12 (other 
provinces and territories).
